Reminisce Learning 
have worked with many 
schools across the South 
Somerset area on the 
Archie Project. 

The judges said "The

communities that have 
made a significant difference to both people living 
with dementia and their families. It fits well with the 
national dementia strategy and has the potential to 
scale across the UK and beyond"

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Extra funding for growing schools 


ALMOST £750,000 has been awarded by Somerset 
County Council to schools who experienced a rise in 
pupil numbers this September. 

Twenty-one of the county’s schools have received 
a boost from the county council’s Growth Fund - de¬ 
signed to give extra support to expanding Somerset 
schools. These included Greenfylde First School in 
Ilminster and South Petherton Junior School. 

This additional funding is offered every year by the 
county council, which is responsible for allocating a 
school place to every school-age child who has ap¬ 
plied for a place within the county. 

Once schools receive the Growth Fund from Som¬ 
erset County Council, it is then down to individual 
schools’ governing bodies to decide how to best use 
the additional funding. This could be to appoint extra 
teaching or support staff or pay for additional learning 
resources or equipment. 

The council allows maintained schools or acade¬ 


mies to apply for a Growth Fund grant, to help them 
accommodate a higher-than-expected pupil intake. 

Schools have to prove that they meet the criteria set 
out by the Somerset Schools Forum, including signif¬ 
icant pressure on their resources because of a rise in 
pupil numbers from the previous year. Pupil numbers 
are recorded every October through a national pupil 
census. 

This census determines how much money an indi¬ 
vidual school will receive in its overall budget the fol¬ 
lowing year. 

Councillor Frances Nicholson, Cabinet Member for 
Children and Families, said: “Our duty and commit¬ 
ment to Somerset’s children is to ensure that every 
child who applies to us for a school place is offered a 
school place. 

“Linked to that commitment, we are pleased to be 
able to offer and give extra support to all schools who 
meet the additional funding criteria, so they are sup¬ 


ported as their pupil numbers rise.” 

The other Somerset schools which have received 
additional funding from Somerset County Council 
this autumn, are: Bishops Hull Community Primary, 
St Mary’s C of E VC Primary School, Catcott Com¬ 
munity Primary School, Creech St Michael C of E 
Primary School, Churchfield Church School, North 
Petherton Community Primary School, Norton 
Fitzwarren Community Primary School, Oakhill C of 
E Primary School, Somerset Bridge Community Pri¬ 
mary School, St James Church School, Trinity CofE 
VA Primary School, Wellsprings Community Pri¬ 
mary, Trull C of E VA Primary School, Wembdon, St 
Georges C of E VC Primary School, West Buckland 
Community Primary School, West Monkton C of E 
Primary School, Wincanton Community Primary 
School, Holy Trinity C of E Primary School, Preston 
C of E Primary School. 


Beacon open just 
in time for Christmas 

A FLOOD-damaged road near Ilminster, which 
was closed to traffic for nearly ten months, has 
now reopened just in time for Christmas. 

Areas of the B3168 at The Beacon needed to 
be completely rebuilt by Somerset County 
Council after it suffered severe structural dam¬ 
age during extreme weather last winter. 

The extensive repairs included a full recon¬ 
struction of sections of the highway and a new 
drainage system, and were completed in just 
seven weeks as teams pulled out all the stops 
to get the road reopened before Christmas. 

Specialist machinery was brought in which 
meant excavations for the new drains were 
completed far quicker than by conventional 
methods. 

Councillor Harvey Siggs, Somerset County 
Council's Cabinet Member for Highways, said: 
"I'm so pleased the work has now finished and 
we've fulfilled our commitment to reopening 
the road in time for Christmas, proving the 
doubters wrong. 

"This was the largest highway slippage expe¬ 
rienced in Somerset for many years and a huge 
amount of work took place behind the scenes 
to find out what was causing the problem. My 
thanks to all the workers who have done a first 
class job in completely removing and rebuild¬ 
ing the road in just seven weeks. 

"I would also like to thank the local residents 
who remained so patient and understanding 
during the closure and while the repairs were 
being carried out. We know it's been frustrating 
and we hope they can all enjoy a very happy 
Christmas now work is complete."

Best year yet for Harlequins 


A LOCAL carnival club is revelling in 
what has become the most successful 
year in its 42-year history.

A club spokesperson said: "This is the 
highest accolade to have ever been 
awarded a club from our local South 
Somerset Federation in the hotly con¬ 
tested open feature category." 

The accolade comes on the back of 
Harlequin winning its class together 
with a clutch of other awards at the re¬ 
cently held South Somerset presenta¬ 
tion. 

Club chairman Steve Dawe explained 
that this year's entry, Tortuga - based 
around the fabled pirate port, has seen 


the club's dearest ambitions achieved. 
He said: "Harlequins have a reputation 
for long -term success and this year has 
done much to cement that claim. 
"Members, old and new, have truly ral¬ 
lied around this year's theme and it is 
due to their dedication throughout the 
year that we now reap the benefits. 
"We are proud beyond words of what 
we have achieved this year, and thank 
all who have helped us in creating this 
fantastic entry. 

"The social side of carnival is far from 
over as presentations will continue well 
into the new year. 

"In the short-term, Harlequin is already 
busy with fundraising and designing 
for the entry in 2015, eager to build on 
there success and maintain its position 
as South Somerset's premier carnival 
club." 


IT has been a busy start for Operation 
Hamper, the police’s Christmas crime pre¬ 
vention campaign geared towards thefts 
and burglary around Avon and Somerset’s 
rural homes and businesses. 

The work continued last week with a 
rural beat surgery held jointly with Wilt¬ 
shire counterparts at the Frame branch of 
Mole Valley Farmers. 

This was in addition to displays all 
through the month at other prominent lo¬ 
cations and police attendance at as many 
local Christmas fairs and markets as pos¬ 
sible. 

Special Constables have been playing 
an active part in Operation Hamper too, 
with a team of 45 working across the area 
giving their support to the operation, pro¬ 
viding security checks on 20 vulnerable 
premises and 240 vehicles stop-checked. 

Sargent Stuart Williams of the Rural 
Crime Team said: “We’ve been pleased 


with the amount of people who we have 
signed up for our Farmwatch and Horse- 
watch schemes, and arranged property 
marking, but most importantly we have 
received some really positive feedback 
from the rural communities who have ap¬ 
preciated our presence, and also the joint 
work with our neighbouring forces on a 
common purpose.” 

An increase in theft of livestock, heating 
oil, food items and burglaries, not only of 
residential property but also farm shops 
and seasonal businesses, is often experi¬ 
enced in the run-up to Christmas. 

Operation Hamper forms part of the 
“Have the Christmas You Deserve” cam¬ 
paign, which will be mnning throughout 
December. This campaign incorporates a 
number of activities to tackle issues re¬ 
lated to the festive period, such as keeping 
your Christmas gifts safe and helping 
people to stay safe over the party season.

Also known as the shoebox campaign, gifts are 
donated and sent to children less fortunate 
around the world. 

District co-ordinators Peter and Ingrid Bloom¬ 
field said: "The Somerset area extends from 
Minehead and Burnhan in the north of the 
county to Yeovil in the south of Somerset, where 
kind adults and children have donated boxes 
filled with gifts." 

Servicemen from RNAS Yeovilton helped load 
the boxes onto lorries, and Peter and Ingrid 
added: "9,241 boxes have been sent today." 

About the project as a whole, they continued: 
"Now it is global with donor countries sending 
millions of filled boxes to recipient countries 


where people are living in abject poverty. 

"Often the children have never received a gift 
before, so the arrival of boxes generate great ex¬ 
citement.

1. Put the wine in a saucepan with the orange, sugar, bayleaf 
and the spices. 

2 . Heat gently until the sugar has dissolved. Taste to see if you 
want the wine sweeter, and add more sugar to taste. 

3 . Off the heat, stir in the sloe or damson gin if you are using it. 

4 . Strain into heatproof glasses and serve at once.

Ingredients 

lOOg golden caster sugar • zest of 1 orange or clementine 
grated dark chocolate, to decorate • 100ml vodka 
100ml creme de cacao • 60ml orange syrup 
40ml orange juice • ice 

Preparation method 

1. First make an orange syrup. Combine 100ml water with the golden 
caster sugar and the orange or clementine zest in a pan and bring to 
the boil. Cool and strain the syrup. 

2. Chill 4 coupe glasses, then dampen the rims with a little water and 
dip in the grated dark chocolate. In a cocktail shaker, shake the 
vodka, creme de cacao, orange syrup and orange juice with ice (you 
may need to make in 2 batches). Pour into the glasses.

Ingredients 
For the Cupcake 

200g Unrefined golden caster sugar 
200g Butter (unsalted) softened • 3 eggs 
200g Self-raising flour • Itsp Vanilla extract 

For the Father Christmas Topper 

250g each of Sugar paste icing in red, chocolate, white & black 
• 60ml Water • Apricot Jam 

Preparation method 

1. Preheat the oven to 180°C (160°C fan, gas mark 4) and line a 
12 hole cupcake tin with cases. 

2. Cream together the butter and sugar until pale and fluffy, then 
add the eggs one by one mixing in well in betweenm then add 
the vanilla extract. Fold in the flour then spoon into the cases. 

3. Place in the oven for 20-25 minutes or until golden and a 
skewer come out clean. 

4 . To make the father Christmas cake topper, use the red sugar 
paste icing and roll out a ball about 5cm in diameter then flatten 
the base. Next roll out a sausage about 10cm long znd 1.5cm di¬ 
ameter for his arms and finally make a cone shape for his hat 
and squash the pointed end over to one side. 

5 . Take some of the white icing and a little of the red and roll 
them together until the red blends in to give you a pink colour 
for his head. 

6 . Next take some black icing and roll 2 small balls for eyes, 2 
larger balls for his gloved hands and then roll out a little for a 
belt. 

7 . To assemble, use a little water to glue the black belt onto the 
red body. Next finish the arms by attaching the black hands to 
the ends of the red ‘sausage’ shape. Then roll out some of the 
white icing until is around the end of the arms for his cuffs, using 
some water to glue. Then cut the arms leaving a diagonal edge. 
Attach these using a little water, squashing the arms around the 
body. 

8. Next make a small ball using the white icing for a pom pom 
and attach to the top of the hat. 

9 . To finish, cut a disc of white icing and cut out a small edged 
piece for his beard, and 2 smaller pieces for his moustache. 
Make a small ball using red icing for nose. The attach 2 small 
balls of white icing and small black icing balls for his eyes. 

10 . To decorate your cupcake, roll out some chocolate icing and 
cut into disc, place this on the cake using some warm apricot 
jam to stick. Then place the jolly father Christmas on top.

Pudding 

Preparation time Overnight 
Cooking time 2 hours 

Ingredients 

350g/12oz mixed dried fruit (raisins, currants, sultanas) 

100g/3V2Oz pitted ready-to-eat prunes, chopped or left whole 
100g/3V2Oz dark muscovado sugar • 4 tbsp dark rum 
100ml/3V2fl oz stout • 100g/3!/2OZ chopped walnuts 
100g/3V2OZ blanched almonds • 100g/3V2OZ ground almonds 
100g/3V2OZ fresh white breadcrumbs • 50g/1 3 /4oz plain flour 
100g/3V2OZ frozen butter, grated, plus a little extra for greasing 
V 2 tsp freshly grated nutmeg • 1 tsp ground cinnamon 
2 tsp mixed spice • 100g/3!/2Oz chopped glace cherries (or left 
whole if you prefer) • 3 large free-range eggs, beaten 

Preparation method 

1. Combine the mixed fruit, prunes, muscovado sugar, rum and 
stout in a mixing bowl. Stir well to mix, cover and leave for 24 hours 
to soak. 

2 . After 24 hours, mix the walnuts, almonds, ground almonds, 
breadcrumbs, flour, butter, spices, cherries and eggs along with the 
soaked fruit mixture in a large mixing bowl, making sure you in¬ 
clude all the soaking liquor from the soaked fruit. Mix well until 
completely combined (let all the members of the family have a stir 
and make a wish). 

3. Cover with cling film and leave to stand in a cool place for 24 
hours. 

4 . After 24 hours, grease a 1.2 litre/2 pint pudding basin with butter. 
Cut a circle of baking paper and place into the bottom of the pud¬ 
ding basin and then grease it with a little more butter. Pack the 
pudding mixture into the pudding basin, pressing as you add it. 
Fold a pleat into the middle of a large piece of baking paper and 
place over the pudding. Cover with a large piece of pleated foil, 
ensuring the pleats are on top of one another. Secure tightly with 
kitchen string tied under the lip of the pudding basin. 

5 . Place an upturned saucer into a large saucepan one-quarter 
full of water. Fold a Long piece of foil into quarters lengthways to 
create a long strip and place the pudding basin in the middle of 
the strip. Bring the sides of the strip up the sides of the pudding 
basin and lower into the saucepan. Ensure the water in the 
saucepan comes one-third of the way up the side of the pudding 
basin, but nowhere near the top of the basin. Leave the ends of 
the foil strip hanging over the side to make it easy to remove the 
pudding later. 

6 . Bring the water to the boil and then reduce the heat to a gentle 
simmer. Simmer gently for 5-6 hours, topping up the water level as 
necessary throughout cooking (do not allow the pan to dry out). 

7 . Once the pudding is cooked, remove from the pan and set aside 
to cool. The pudding can be stored for up to two years in a cool, 
dry place. To serve, reheat the pudding by steaming again (in the 
same way) for two hours, or until hot all the way through. Alterna¬ 
tively, remove the foil and reheat in the microwave. 



Egg Nog** • 

Preparation time Less than 30 mins 
Cooking time Less than 10 mins 
Serves 4-6 

Ingredients 

1140ml/2 pints whole milk • 6 free-range eggs 
50g/2oz caster sugar • 1 vanilla pod, split 
20 fresh cherries, stones removed and halved 
200ml/7fl oz brandy • cocoa powder, for dusting 

Preparation method 

1. Place the milk, eggs, sugar and vanilla pod in a medium 
pan and heat gently, without boiling, until the mixture thickens 
enough to coat the back of a spoon. 

2 . The egg nog can be chilled at this stage or served hot. 

3 . To serve, scatter the cherries in the bottom of each serving 
glass. Divide the brandy between the glasses and pour the 
egg nog over. Dust with cocoa powder and serve. 



Mince Pies * 

Preparation time 30 mins to 1 hour 
Cooking time 10 to 30 mins 
Makes 12 pies 



Ingredients 

350g high quality mincemeat, preferably homemade 
200g plain flour, sifted • 40g golden caster sugar 
75g ground almonds • 125g unsalted butter, 
diced 1 large free-range egg, beaten • milk, to glaze 


Preparation method 

1. Lightly butter a 12-hole pie or patty tin. Tip the mincemeat 
into a bowl and stir so that the liquid is evenly distributed. 

2 . Place the flour, sugar, almonds and butter in a food 
processor and process briefly until resembling bread¬ 
crumbs, then slowly add the egg through the feeder tube. 

3 . Bring the mixture together with your hands, wrap in cling¬ 
film and chill for an hour or so. Thinly roll out the pastry on 
a floured surface. Cut out 12 circles with a fluted pastry cut¬ 
ter, large enough to fill the base of the prepared tin. Press 
gently into each hole, then fill with the mincemeat. 

4 . Cut out another 12 slightly smaller discs/shapes and use 
to cover the mincemeat. Press the edges together to seal. 
Make a small slit in the top of each, then brush lightly with 
milk. Chill for about 30 minutes. Meanwhile, preheat the 
oven to 200C/400F/Gas 6. 

5 . Bake the pies for 20 minutes until golden brown. 
Remove to a wire rack and serve warm.

Chard blinded by bright thinking visitors 


Chard 16 Centralians 26 

National League 3SW 

THIS was a game that could have kick 
started Chard's season but they let 
themselves down with some very 
poor handling particularly when in 
good attacking positions and they 
were also unable to tie down the 
strengths of the Centralians skipper 
Liam Hemmings who had a superb af¬ 
ternoon writes Glyn Hughes. 

A somewhat slightly smaller crowd 
than normal had turned up hoping for 
a Chard win and the home side 
started well when they converted a 
penalty from the boot of Mike Lawton 
after eight minutes. 

The lead did not last long however 
and, from a position just outside the 
Chard 22 metre area, Hemmings 
carved his way past a static home de¬ 
fensive line and scored under the 
posts for a try which he also con¬ 
verted. 

Both sides had kickers that would 
have a perfect afternoon from kicks at 
goal and it really was imperative that 
the players avoided giving penalties 
away anywhere in their own half. 

With half an hour gone Chard were 
penalised and Hemmings made no 
mistake to give his side a 10-3 adavan- 
tage 


Back came Chard though and 
flanker Ryan Helliar who had made 
some telling breaks was rewarded 
when he broke clear following a 
scrummage and scored a try wide out 
on the right. Chard kicker Lawton 
made no mistake with the conversion 
and the scores were all square at 10- 
10. 

Chard had had several opportunities 
when in good territorial positions but 
several players - particularly in the for¬ 
wards - were so eager to take the short 
pass at pace that they failed to gather 
or hold onto the ball properly. 

As a result the number of of knock- 
ons was mounting and adding to the 
frustration of the crowd. 

Chard had the edge in the tight but 
Centralians were very good in the 
loose and their half backs, especially 
Hemmings at fly half, controlled the 
ball outside. 

Hemmings and Lawton both had 
one more successful penalty attempt 
a piece before the break so the teams 
turned round at 13-13. 

In the second half Centralians used 
the fact that Chard now had the sun in 
their eyes to good effect and hoisted 
some huge high 'bombs'which were 
difficult to deal with. It begs the ques¬ 
tion as to why Chard did not use this 


tactic at all in the opening half? 

The hosts were under mounting 
pressure and with ten minutes of the 
second half gone a defensive kick 
close to their line was charged down 
and Ben Slater made the most of it to 
score in the corner. Hemmings again 
made the conversion look simple. 

Centralians conceded a penalty on 
the half hour and Lawton kicked the 
points to bring Chard back to within a 
try of taking the lead. 

The effort of the Chard players could 
not be faulted but in the backs only 
Ben Stead and Lawton looked capable 
of breaking the gain line. 

The one really big difference in the 
sides was the ability of Centralians to 
find space or touch with their kicking 
game whereas more often than not 
Chard failed to do either.
